the Richmond Theatre is extracted from "A 
Uisroiy of the American Theatre," recently 
published by the Harpers, of New-York: 


The bouse was fuller than on any nigh 


of the season.' ~The"play was over, an<j 
the first act of the pantomime had~passed 
The second and last had begun. 
All was

er of sparks falling from above.

scenerv.... fcjomc one cried out from the 
stage that there was no danger. Immedi- 
ately after, Hopkins Kobiuson ran Tor- 
ward and ciied out -the house is on fire !"' 
.pointing to the ceiling, where the flames 
were piogressing like wild-fire. ~ fn a mo- 
ment, all was appalling horror and dis- 
tress.

way for their escape. 
The cry of-Fire. 


Fire 1" ran through ihe house, mingled 
with the "wailings of females and child- 
ren. 
The general rush was to gain (lie

The general enhance to the pit and box-

was immediately left vacant, but pressed 
on to gain th.3 crowded and tortuous way 
by which they had entered. .The pit 
door was so near the general entrance, 
thai those A\ho occupied, that portion of 
the house gained the street with ease. A 
gentleman who escaped from the pit a- 
mong the last, saw it empty; and, when 
in the street, looked back again upon the 
general entrance to the pit and boxes, 
and the door had not been reached by 
those from ihe lobbies. 
A gentleman 


and lady were saved by being thrown ac- 
cidentally into the pit. and most of those 
who perished woxild have escaped if they 
had leaped from the boxes, -and sought 
that avenue to the street. But "nil darted 
to the lobbies. 
The stairs were blocked 


up. 
All was emeJopcd in hot scorching 


smoke and flame. 
The lights were-ex- 


tiKguished by the black and smothering 
vapor, and the shrieks of despair wore ap- 
palling.
